CBC’s Hockey Night in Canada is 
leaving some Oilers fans feeling 
snubbed after the release of its 
broadcast schedule for the upcom¬ 
ing hockey season. 

This time around, the broadcast 
company will only show 13 of the 
Edmonton Oilers’ 82 games, the 
second-lowest number of games of 
any Canadian team. 

“It’s disappointing that they 
would televise so few. It’s Hockey 
Night in Canada and it should be 
equal,” said Janice May. 

Other fans think with the team’s 
potential, they should be a bigger 
draw on the tube. 

“Why?” questioned Kyrstie 
Green. “They’ve got a good team 
this year. They’ve made some 
changes.” 

Vancouver, Edmonton and Cal¬ 
gary will have a total of 42 games 


broadcast by HNIC, whereas Mon¬ 
treal, Ottawa, Toronto and Win¬ 
nipeg have 96 games on the sched¬ 
ule. 

Conor Gillen, manager of the 
pub Hudsons on Whyte, figures his 
business won’t miss much action 
this year, and doesn’t expect other 
pubs and bars will either. 

He said they usually get “all, or 
at least 95 per cent” of NHL games 
with their Centre Ice package. 
Gillen did admit it would be disap¬ 
pointing if they weren’t able to 
broadcast some weekend games, 
but said they’d find a way around 
it. 

The CBC said NHL scheduling is 
to blame. 

“CBC’s Hockey Night in Canada 
is broadcasting all games involving 
Canadian teams on Saturday nights 
during the regular season,” CBC 
told Metro in a statement. “This 
year the Flames and Oilers are play¬ 
ing more non-Saturday dates.”

City to tighten up 
on winter parking

Clearing snow this winter 
means vehicles parked on 
bus routes will be cleared as 
well. 

On Thursday the city an¬ 
nounced recommendations 
from a peer review regard¬ 
ing the city’s snow-and-ice 
control policies. 

The report, which will go 
before a council committee 
in September, suggests a sea¬ 
sonal parking ban on bus 
routes, as well as one in resi¬ 
dential areas should more 
than 30 centimetres of pre¬ 


cipitation fall. 

In the past, motorists 
have had a day or two warn¬ 
ing to move their vehicles 
from bus routes. 

“With the land of snow¬ 
fall we saw last year, we 
don’t have time to do that,” 
said transportation boss Bob 
Boutilier. “We have to move 
the snow as soon as it hits 
the ground.” 

The proposed ban would 
be in effect Nov. 15 to March 
15. Those who don’t abide 
will face a $50 fine and will 
be towed. 

“A lot of residents really 
remember what it was like, 
and how important it is to 


not have those cars parked 
there,” said Boutilier, refer¬ 
ring to the ability of buses, 
snow-removal equipment 
and emergency vehicles to 
get by. Other recommenda¬ 
tions include a promise to 
clear residential streets 
down to the five-centimetre 
snowpaclc within five days, 
creating an interactive map 
on the city’s website to pro¬ 
vide address-specific infor¬ 
mation daily, and improving 
design guidelines for future 
road construction to better 
suit snow removal. 

The city would also like to 
look at further parking bans 
in the future. The 2011

SA” page on its website, 
Public Safety Minister Vic

The 30 men and two 
women on the list came to 
Canada through the immi¬ 
gration and refugee sys¬ 
tem and have permanent 
resident status. 

Toews said they have 
been convicted on charges 
with the legal designation 
of “serious criminality” — 
crimes with a sentence of 


more than six months 
that were committed 
here. 

All are wanted on Cana¬ 
da-wide removal warrants, 
while many on the list 


could not be found after 
they finished serving time 
in custody. “They have 
been punished and they 
have no right to remain 
here,” Toews told re¬ 


porters in Toronto. 

People on the list come 
from all over the world, 
including Latin America, 
Africa, China and Europe.

Sex attacker gets 18 years for abduction, assault 


Romeo Cormier was given 
an 18-year prison sen¬ 
tence Thursday for keep¬ 
ing a New Brunswick 
woman captive and sexu¬ 
ally assaulting her in his 
one-room basement apart¬ 
ment for nearly a month 
last year. 

“It is necessary to sepa¬ 
rate Mr. Cormier from so¬ 
ciety,” said Judge Zoel 
Dionne of the Court of 
Queen’s Bench. “These 
crimes were horrendous.” 

Last month, a jury 
found Cormier, 63, guilty 
of kidnapping, forcible 
confinement, sexual as¬ 


sault, assault with a 
weapon, robbery and ut¬ 
tering death threats. 

The 55-year-old woman 
— whose identity is pro¬ 
tected by a publication 
ban — testified during the 
trial that Cormier grabbed 
her at knifepoint on the 
night of Feb. 26, 2010, 
outside the shopping mall 
where she worked. 

She said she was held 
in the basement of a 
rooming house where he 
sometimes gagged and 
sexually assaulted her. 

She was able to escape 
on March 24, 2010, while

he went out to a food 
bank. 

Cormier offered a dif¬ 
ferent account, telling the 
court the woman wanted 
to be with him and that 
she had enlisted him to 
kill her husband. 

The woman was re¬ 
called to the witness 
stand where she rejected 
his testimony. 

Dionne suggested the 
odds of him rehabilitating 
were minute. “The 
chances of his rehabilita¬ 
tion — never say never — 
are small,” Dionne said.

The first phone 
call came 26 minutes be¬ 
fore officers arrested An¬ 
ders Behring Breivik, who 
identified himself as the 
commander in an anti¬ 
communist resistance 
movement, police said. 

“I am at Utoya at the mo¬ 
ment. I want to surrender,” 
he said, according to a tran¬ 
script distributed at a news 
conference. 

Local police chief Sissel 
Hammer said “the operator 
took the conversation seri¬ 
ously and called back.

one answered.” 

Breivik called again one 
minute before being cap¬ 
tured and asked to be trans¬ 
ferred to the commander 
of the anti-terror police 
unit.

surrender.” 

Once again, Breivik 
hung up, but he surren¬ 
dered to police one minute 
later. 

Breivik’s lawyer, Geir 
Lippestad, told Norwegian 
daily Verdens Gang that the 
self-confessed killer said he 
shot at two groups of 
young people at Utoya and 
also fired over the lake in 
between two phone calls. 

Police officials also said 
that based on information 
they received from calls 
about the shooting on the 
island, they believed at the 
time that two to five attack¬ 
ers were involved.

Peninsula. 

Israel blamed an armed 
Palestinian group from 
neighbouring Gaza. Israeli 
forces killed five of the gun¬ 
men along the border with 
Egypt, the militaiy said, 
and later launched an 
airstrike inside Gaza that 
killed five other militants 
from the same group as 
well as a child. 

The Israeli militaiy said 
three of the men killed in 
Gaza had been involved in 
planning the attack.

After 
nightfall, Israel’s “Iron 
Dome” anti-missile system 
intercepted a rocket fired 
by Gaza militants at the city 
of Ashlcelon, the military 
said.

Meanwhile, tough new 
U.S. sanctions froze all Syri¬ 
an government assets in 
the U.S. and targeted the 
country’s lucrative energy 
sector. 

The moves intensified al¬ 
ready mounting pressure 


on Assad, who has refused 
to ease his regime’s ruth¬ 
less crackdown on a five- 
month-old opposition 
uprising. 

He has unleashed his se¬ 
curity forces on numerous 
cities, killing nearly 2,000 
people, many of them inno¬ 
cent civilians.

Germany’s second-biggest 
airline, Air Berlin PLC, said 
Thursday its founder plans 
to quit as CEO after it an¬ 
nounced plans to chop 
routes amid losses that it 
blamed on high fuel 
prices, a new aviation tax 
and sagging demand for 
travel to North Africa. 

Joachim Hunold, who 
founded Air Berlin in 1991, 
plans to offer his resigna¬ 
tion effective Sept. 1, Air 
Berlin said. He recom¬ 
mended that Hartmut 
Mehdorn, a former chief 
executive of Germany’s na¬ 
tional railway, become his 
interim successor. 

Air Berlin announced 
Hunold’s departure shortly

Air Berlin said it will

It said it plans to cut 
flight frequencies and re¬ 
duce capacity in the sec¬ 
ond half, reducing its fleet 
by eight aircraft. Air Berlin 
currently has 170 planes. 

Routes that will be cut 
include Frankfurt-Ham- 
burg domestic flights, 
Franlcfurt-Naples, Munich- 
Cairo and Duesseldorf- 
Paris. 

Air Berlin will thin out a 
dense network of connec¬ 
tions from German region¬ 
al airports — cutting, for 
example, flights from 
Muenster-Osnabrueclc, 
Hannover and Paderbom 
to London.

NHL. Changes are coming 
to NHL arenas this fall 
even though the league 
didn’t emerge from its 
two-day research-and-de- 
velopment camp with 
any significant rule rec¬ 
ommendations. 

When the puck drops 
on a new season in Octo¬ 
ber, each of the 30 arenas 
around the league will 
feature a curved spring- 
loaded glass stanchion 
between the benches to 
protect players.

The human brain, 
encoded into a 
series of Is and Os 

Computers, like humans, can learn. 
But when Google tries to fill in your 
search box based only on a few 
keystrokes, or your iPhone predicts 
words as you type a text message, it’s 
only a narrow mimicry of what the hu¬ 
man brain can do. 

The challenge in training a comput¬ 
er to behave like a human brain is 
technological and physiological, test¬ 
ing the limits of computer and brain 


science. But researchers from IBM 
Corp. say they’ve made a key step 
toward combining the two worlds. 

The company announced that it has 
built two prototype chips that it says 
process data more like how humans 
digest information than the chips that 
now power PCs and supercomputers. 

The chips represent a significant 
milestone in a six-year-long project 
that has involved some $41 million in 
funding from the government’s 
Defence Advanced Research Projects 
Agency, or DARPA. 

The uses of the IBM chips so far are 
prosaic, such as steering a simulated 
car through a maze, or playing Pong. It 
may be a decade or longer before the 
chips make their way out of the lab.

Richard: Mark, One Day is 
many things. It’s a style pa¬ 
rade of hair and clothes 
from the past two decades 
and it’s an interesting take 
on how to tell a stoiy but 
it’s also a little disconnect¬ 
ed. I think the year-by-year 
format — we drop in on Jim 
and Anne every July 15 for 
20 years — is the culprit. It 
begins to feel gimmicky by 
the early ’90s and by the 
millennium it almost feels 
as though it is playing out 
in real time.

RC: Ha! I'll give you that 
this might have been a very 
different story had it been 
set in 1974, but I thought 
the decades-long dance 
they do as they pretend not 
to be in love showed the 
chemistry between the two. 
The film has some serious 


structural flaws but the 
spark between the two of 
them forgives many of the 
film’s sins. 

MB: Spark? What spark? I 
could barely see what they 
saw in each other. He’s a 
jerk, at least until half the 
movie’s over, and she’s a 
puritan with bad taste in 
eyewear.

Joey Potter has grown up. 
The 31-year-old woman 
who became famous for 
that character on Dawson’s 
Creek so many years ago, is 
now poised and unflap¬ 
pable as she sits in New 
York’s Waldorf Astoria, 
sweetly answering ques¬ 
tions about her latest film, 
Don’t Be Afraid of the Dark. 

Produced by the auteur 
of gore, Guillermo Del Toro, 
Dark centres around a 
young girl named Sally 
(Bailee Madison) who joins 
her father (Guy Pearce) and 
his new girlfriend (Holmes) 
to live at an old restored 
mansion, which, Sally 
learns, harbours some 
creepy ancient creatures 
who are dying for some 
company. 

“They’re like cockroach¬ 


es but worse because 
they’re slimy, so it’s like 
half-maggot, half cock¬ 
roach,” Holmes says of the 
predatory homunculi. 

Where the actress, who 
has been married to fellow 
actor Tom Cruise for five 
years this November, is 
heavy on charm — she 
even thanked us for coming 
out in the rain to support 
the film — she’s light on 
candour. Holmes is one to, 
as we say in the business, 
“stick to the script” — not 
that we blame her. 

“It was a real thrill to 
work with Guillermo,” she 
says when asked how doing 
this movie compared with 
the horror movies she did 
earlier in her career. 

“I loved the characters 
and the family dynamics 
that really bring the audi¬ 
ence in. Then, all of a sud¬ 
den something scaiy 
happens and you realize 
you’re on this thrill ride.”

O It’s 
not in head — filmmakers are bending the rules 


Those extra expletives 
you’re hearing at the multi¬ 
plex these days aren’t just 
echoes. PG-13 movies, offi¬ 
cially allowed one nonsexu- 
al F-word per script, are 
making increased use of 
that allotment — and more 
— as filmmakers work the 
rules in a world where 11- 
rated comedies full of both 
male and female trash talk 
have become a summer¬ 
time staple. 

Recent PG-13 examples 
include F-bomb reactions 
to Ryan Gosling’s abs in 
Crazy Stupid Love, Bryan 
Cranston’s boorish behav¬ 
iour in Larry Crowne and 
those rampaging robots in 
Transformers: Dark of the 
Moon. 

“Filmmakers are cer¬ 
tainly using it more often, 
taking advantage of it,” 
says Joan Graves, head of 
the Motion Picture Associ¬ 


ation of America’s Classifi¬ 
cation and Rating Admin¬ 
istration. 

Using the F-word out¬ 
side of the R-rated world 
certainly isn’t a new phe¬ 
nomenon. In fact, prior to 
the adoption of the PG-13 
rating in 1984, the F-word 
would periodically pop up 
in PG movies. Even after 
the creation of the PG-13 
rating, movies like Big and 
Beetlejuice sneaked in the 
F-word and still secured a 
PG rating. 

Those days are gone, 
but the expletive isn’t — 
now uttered outside the 
province of the R-rating 
nearly as often as Holly¬ 
wood does sequels. 

“Making a PG-13 movie, 
it's always a piclc-and- 
choose battle of where do 
you want to use one be¬ 
cause, often with improvi¬ 
sation, a couple of F-words 


will creep into the movie,” 
says Crazy Stupid Love 
screenwriter Dan Fogel- 
man. “So you want to pick 
the best one, the most ap¬ 
propriate one.” 

Actually, as watchers of 
The Social Network and 
The Tourist can attest, PG- 
13 movies occasionally 
have more than one F- 
word. So how the (bleep) 
does that happen? 

Officially, the MPAA’s 
Classification and Rating 
Administration’s guidelines 
state: “A motion picture’s 
single use of one of the 
harsher sexually-derived 
words, though only as an 
expletive, initially requires 
at least a PG-13 rating. More 
than one such expletive re¬ 
quires an R rating, as must 
even one of those words 
used in a sexual context.” 

But the MPAA’s guide¬ 
lines then add that if two- 


thirds of the rating board 
members believe that mul¬ 
tiple F-words are used in a 
legitimate “context or 
manner” or are “inconspic¬ 
uous,” then the movie 
could still be rated PG-13. 

Says the MPAA’s Graves 
of the rating board’s two- 
thirds override for lan¬ 


guage: “It’s hard to ex¬ 
plain. But if you’ve just 
seen the film and you 
think they’ve been innocu¬ 
ous, or they’re an hour 
and a half apart, or they’re 
in the background or not 
emphatic. Or sometimes 
they’re in the same scene, 
just repeated twice.” Each 


of those qualities can 
make a difference to the 
board, Graves notes. 

“All the raters are par¬ 
ents, and they’re charged 
with rating a film the way 
they think a majority of 
American parents would 
rate the film,” Graves adds.

Our Arthur, to 
begin with, is scared and 
confused, but throughout 


the first season, and hope¬ 
fully subsequent, he grows 
and develops into a man 
and into a true king. 

How does he differ from other 
incarnations of the character? 
Not many interpretations 
of the myth pick up the sto¬ 
ry [with Arthur as a boy]. 
People may have this pre¬ 
conceived idea of what King 
Arthur should be like — a 
big, bearded, brutish hero, 
but what we have done is 
add realism to the story. 

If — because there is no 


factual evidence that this 
man existed — he did exist, 
Arthur would have been a 
boy at some point, and 
what episodic television al¬ 
lows us is the time to ex¬ 
plore the realities of life 
and a development of char¬ 
acter. 

Did you have any apprehen¬ 
sions in bringing this legend 
to life? 

Yes, of course. With great 
power comes great respon¬ 
sibility. It was terrifying for 
me but I love a challenge. 


Have you experienced any 
criticism for your interpreta¬ 
tion of Arthur? Fantasy fans 
can be a tough crowd. 

Yes. I think there are critics 
out there who have, like I 
said before, a preconceived 
idea of who this character is 
and they are not willing to 
change that. 

The whole idea of our 
show is progression. It 
should be exciting to see 
this character grow. I sup¬ 
pose you can’t please eveiy- 
one.

Smith brings back Red 
Green in comedy tour 

O Stage show is ‘a little bit of Mark Twain, a little Will Rogers’: Steve Smith 
O ‘I focus on guys like myself, how to survive a marriage and raise kids’ 


Turns out Red Green was 
just playing possum. 

Steve Smith wrote, pro¬ 
duced and headlined exact¬ 
ly 300 episodes of Red 
Green before pulling the 
plug, playing the plaid- 
shirted handyman who 
never met a project he 
couldn’t duct tape. 

They were spread over 
several stations and net¬ 
works, starting with a 
handshake deal in 1990 at 
Hamilton’s CHCH. Global,

PBS and CBC also broadcast 
the series during its long 
run. A feature film, Duct 
Tape Forever, was released 
in 2002. 

When Smith finally 
walked away from Possum 
Lodge and hung up his red 
and green suspenders six 
years ago he vowed he’d 
never perform as the char¬ 
acter again. 

“I really, really tried, 
OK?” he says. “That first 
winter, when I finished the 
last show and went to Flori¬ 
da, I played 162 rounds of 
golf. Nobody tried harder 
than me.” 

Then he began to get 
that creative itch again. He 
and his wife formed a little 
singing group and started 


performing near their win¬ 
ter home in Florida. 

He found himself sneak¬ 
ing in shticlc between 
songs, just like the old days. 
And then one day he was 
playing golf with the CEO 
of Random House Canada 
and was offered a chance to 
write a book in the Red 
Green character. 

“I thought, ‘He’s not go¬ 
ing to ask me again if I say 
no,”’ recalls Smith. The 
mock manual How To Do 
Everything was the result. 

Smith realized he’d have 
to promote the book and 
tested out a one-man show 
in Minneapolis. 

“It was just so much 
fun,” says the 65-year-old 
entertainer. More U.S. 


shows were booked and 
quickly sold out in markets 
where The Red Green Show 
aired on PBS. 

Next month, starting 
Sept. 8 in Surrey, B.C., and 
running straight across to 
St.John’s, N.L, Smith brings 
the Red Green Wit & Wis¬ 
dom Tour to Canada. 

While there is a stop at 
Ontario’s Casino Rama (Oct. 
27), there are no plans to 
play Vancouver, Toronto or 
Montreal. 

“If there are 100,000 or 
more people, I’m probably 
not going there,” says 
Smith. Still, he says it’s the 
most fun he’s ever had per¬ 
forming. “Nothing else is 
even a close second.”

Robert Rodriguez, who 
helped usher in the new 
age of 3D movies with the 
franchise’s third install¬ 
ment in 2003, is billing Spy 
Kids: All the Time in the 
World as a 4D flick, adding 
scent cards so audiences 
can follow along on the ac¬ 
tion with their noses. 

Here’s how it works:
